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Accessibility Chapter Added to 
Chicago Building Code 


On October 1 the City Council passed an ordinance to 
add a chapter devoted exclusively to accessibility 
provisions to the Chicago Building Code (CBC). This 
legislation places Chicago at the forefront of a national 
movement. Chapter 18-11 requires a certain percentage 
of the total number of units in a development to be 
adaptable and visitable. The requirements extend to all 
planned developments with single family homes, 
townhomes, two-flats and three-flats. 


Chapter 18-11 represents the culmination of two years 
of work from a CBC Accessibility Subcommittee 
composed of developers, homebuilders, architects, City 
officials and representatives from the disability 
community. It incorporates all federal and state 
accessibility codes, standards and guidelines into one 
comprehensive and technically coordinated set of 
requirements. It also includes the recently proposed 


Farnsworth House 


federal Americans with Disabilities Act Accessibility 
Guidelines, thereby eliminating the need for future 
rewrites. 


The accessibility chapter will become effective on July 
1, 2004. The Mayor's Office for People with Disabilities 
(MOPD) will conduct one-day training classes in 
February. For more information, contact MOPD at

hrough a combination of civic 
leadership and commitment to 
design excellence, Daniel P. 
Coffey & Associates has 
played a major role in the 
revitalization of Chicago’s 
central city. The firm’s work 
includes urban design, 
preservation, adaptive reuse, 
and new construction — often on the 
same project. Daniel Coffey, FAIA has 
been a powerful advocate for the city’s 
architectural heritage by working 
effectively with government officials, 
private developers and end-users.

The 
renovation of the old Boston Store 
building for Sears on State has enhanced 
the retail district.

DePaul Center a decade ago, the south 
end of downtown has attracted signi- 
ficant investment from many colleges 
and universities. 

The firm’s advocacy and design 
creativity have helped save many 
buildings that were in their death throes. 
DePaul occupies a former department 
store that had been viewed as a white 
elephant, and Gallery 37 for the Arts uses 
the spaces of a nondescript 1940s

structure to enlarge the kind of 1870s 
commercial building that has become 
extremely rare. The historic theaters are 
viable only because of major structural 
and programmatic changes devised by the 
firm to meet current requirements of 
Broadway shows. Most notably, Coffey’s 
work with developer Al Friedman helped 
save the threatened Medinah Temple 

by converting it to a Bloomingdale’s 
Home-Furniture Store.

Not all of the firm’s work involves 
preservation or adaptive reuse. As a result 
of an invited competition to develop a 
new theme for the reconstruction of seven 
stations along the State Street subway 
line, there are stations at Roosevelt Road 
and Randolph Street that are bright and 
modern. Currently on the boards is a new 
performing arts center in Schaumburg 
designed as a bold geometric form clad 
with a screen of aluminum tubes. 

The campus core of the University of 
Illinois at Chicago was completely 
transformed after Coffey’s firm conducted 
a lengthy process of workshops and 
dialogue with all levels of the university 
community as well as neighborhood 
groups. By involving a variety of 
constituencies, the firm turned a limited- 
scope repair project into a re-imaging of 
the campus. 

Daniel P. Coffey & Associates is 
committed to exercising the kind of 
leadership that enhances the stature of 
architects and their profession.

homas Braham, AIA, an architect 
at Perkins & Will, is receiving the 
2003 Dubin Family Young 
Architect Award because he exhib- 
ited equal strengths in the areas of 
architectural practice and commit- 
ment to the profession. The jurors were 
very impressed with the highly technical 
laboratory projects on which he has 
worked. They felt his letters of recom- 
mendation from clients confirmed that he 
is a strong manager and leader on very 
challenging projects. His dedication to the 
profession has manifested itself in 
outstanding service to the AIA. 

Braham has held seven AIA 
leadership positions in the last decade, 
culminating in the presidency of AIA 
Illinois. He began his active involvement 
with the Chicago chapter, by co-chairing 
the Young Architects PIA in 1994.
